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A TRAVESTY OF JUSTICE 


B 


1 Its action In unseating Alva Adams, the regularly 


elected governor of Colorado and "vindicating" the 


notorious Peabody, the Colorado legislature has been guil- 
ty of a flagrant subversion of the will of the people as ex- 
pressed In the ballot. The worst feature of the affair Is 
the trade by which the thing was brought about and which 
will result In the resignation of Peabody and the seating 
of a man who was not elected to the place. While there 
were unquestionably frauds committed at the lost el- 
ection in Colorado in which the most intense political 
antagonisms were raised, there appears to be no proof 
that these frauds were committed In greater proportion 
by one party than the other. A law passed, however, by 
a preceding legislature evidently looked to the carrying 
Out of such a compact as that which has just been con- 
summated, as it provided that In case of fraud not merely 
the fraudulent votes cast but the entire vote of the precinct 
In which such frauds were proven should be thrown out. 
This made It possible to throw out the entire vote of cer- 
tain precincts In which there was a large Democratic ma- 
jority and thereby materially reduce the vote for Adams 
although even upon such a showing the opposition was 
unable to overcome his majority and the election returns 
gave htm a plurality of 9,774. Upon these returns Gov- 
ernor Adams was Inaugurated on January 10th. To this 
Peabody filed a protest and on the 17th of January 
the assembly In Joint convention authorized a committee 
of twenty-seven, of which eighteen were Republicans 
and nine Democrats, to hear the evidence on the contest 
and report its conclusions. 
The 
committee consume! 


twelve days In hearing evidence and preparing reports, 
and these were submitted to the Joint convention on 
March 3d. Fourteen members of the committee signed the 
report submitted by Peabody's counsel, which found a 
majority of 2,284 for Peabody in the state by rejecting the 
entire vote of 104 precincts In Denver and 28 precincts In 
other counties on the ground of fraud and conspiracy 
on the part of the Democrats. The nine Democratic com- 
niltteemeTi presented a report claiming that Peabody had 
failed to prove his election and recommended dismissal 
of his contest. The proceeding was so manifestly partisan 
thut many Republicans were opposed to seating Peabody 
at all and a compromise was finally effected by which 
some ot those opposed agreed to formally seat Peabody 
upon condition that he was to resign within twenty-four 
hours and permit Lieutenant Governor McDonald to as- 
sume the responsibilities of the oHlce, Peabody agreeing 
to be satisfied with such a "vindication" and turn the 
active administration Immediately over to Lieu tenant - 
Governor. McDonald. 


THE VIRGINIA STREET BRIDGE 


N 


OW that the legislature has passed the bill permit- 


ting the city and county to build a new bridge across 


the Truckee on Virginia street, no time should be lost In 
getting the project under way. It is extremely probable 
that that particular section of the city will be the scene 
of considerable building activity the coming season and 
it Is desirable that all be done at once to avoid, as for 
as possible, prolonged obstruction which will naturally 
follow any extensive street and building improvements in 
a quarter as badly congested as that Is even now becom- 
ing. 


The Masonic Temple Association Is preparing to com- 


mence work at an early date on the erection of a temple 
that will be both an ornament to the city, a credit to the 
fraternity and In every way worthy of the site selected. 
The new government building will probably be commenced 
this season on the lot directly opposite the Masonic Tem- 
ple. Thus Reno will have two magnificent structures at 
the northern approach to the bridge and with the River- 
side Hotel and the Carnegie library on the southern bank 
of the river, the new bridge should conform architectur- 
ally \\itli the buildings at the approaches. 


The Journal would advocate a stone and cement struc- 


ture with provisions for an extension of Riverside drive 
on the northern bank, as the Masonic Temple will occupy 
the present meager approach to the driveway at the Junc- 
ture on Virginia street. 


A massive structure of this character could and should 


be made a center for the beauttflcatlon of the most charm- 
Ing section of our city. This could easily be done without 
detracting from It utility. 


There is no question that the taxpayers of the city and 


county will cheerfully vote for a bond Issue for the ne-*- 
essary work and the only danger Is that a spirit of false 
economy will prompt the authorities to moke the appro- 
priation too small for a proper fulfillment of the project 
on a scale that will provide for the accommodation of traf- 
fic for all time to come. The Journal believes this can be 
done without seriously burdening the taxpayers or In- 
creasing the rate for city and county beyond the present 
figures. The future of the city is assured and the nat- 
ural increase in the taxable property of the community 
will more than warrant the expenditure and provide for 
the payment of the bonds. 


UNCLE SAM AND JAPAN' 


O 


LO men are dreaming dreams and youn* men are 


seeing visions* of a coming war between Japan and 


the United Stales. The little brown men. they forsee, 
fresh and vainglorious from, their phenomenally victorious 
encounter with Russia, will look about them for other 
worlds to conquer. 
We will be found most worthy of 


their steel and most desirable of annexation. Japan will 
own and control some of the most advantageous harbors 
in the world. There she will rest a bit, polish her arms 
and be ready for another fray. First the Philippines and 
them the Hawaiian Islands will -fall, and .over them as 
stepping stones the 'Orients will approach our Pacific coast. 
That taken, the rest will be easy, A sharp, vigorous cam- 
paign and Uncle Sam will surrender his sword to the 
mikado. 


Some things these prophetic seers have failed to take 


into consideration. All that Japan knows of modern war- 
fare she owes to us. Though she learned enough to enable 
her, with an army of robust patriots, to administer the 
deserved drubbing to Russia, we have a post graduate 
course that she has not yet taken. Then, again, she doubt- 
less cherishes a friendly feeling of gratitude to the school 
where she acquired her saving arts. 


Anyway, we have rather lost faith in these fortellers 


of dire wars. We have been fooled too often. Within the 
post few yors we have hod predicted for us the certainty 
of wars with Italy, with England, with Russia and with 
Germany. The only war of which we were not forwarned 
by the sages as that with Spain, and we survived. 


War with Japan is about as much to be expected by us 


as would be defeat in the event of such a war. After this 
affair with Russia Is over Japan will be the great nation of 
the East, as America is of the west, and each, In the oppo- 
site hemisphere, will be the other's best friend. — Utah 
State Journal.
